BEAUFORT, N. C., Sept. 17.— 
(AP)—A violent tropical hurricane, 
with winds of 80 to 90 miles an hour 
which drove thunderous seas before 
it, whipped the narrow, sandy 
North Carolina banks tonight and 
threatened huge destruction and 
damage to a wide section of the 
coastline. 

Coast guard headquarters at 
Cape Hatteras reported the naval 
radio station had been put out of 
commission and gusts of wind 
reached a velocity of 80 to 90 miles 
an hour, with a steady blow of 68 
miles. A heavy rain, accompanied 
by a 55-mile wind, was falling in 
Manteo, N. C., on Roanoke Island, 
about 50 miles above Hatteras. 

Seaside resorts in North Carolina 
and Virginia have Been battened 
down and evacuated. 

The Diamond Shoals lightship 
radioed at 11:45 p. m. (Atlanta 
time) tonight it was battling mour- 
.tainous waves and a 0-mile hurri- 
cane, The terse message was all that 
was received over the short ware 
radio. 

The same vessell in 1955 wae blown 
more than 10 miles from its anchor- 
age by a severe storm. 

The weather bureau ordered hur- 
ricane signals hoisted from Manteo. 
N. C., north to the Virginia capes and 
northeast storm warnings north of 
Atlantic City to Nantucket, Mass. 

The forecasters said the center of 
the season's worst tropical disturbance 
would pass over or near Hatteras at 
2 a.m. (3 a. m. Atlanta time), and 

that indications were the cénter would 
pass close to the Virginia capes about 
noon Friday.

Water stood shoulder deep in the 
basement of a hospital where there 
were 125 patients. They were reported 
in no danger since theres was an 
emergency power plant in operation 
and hospital authorities had pravided 
an ample supply of food and wteter. 
Unless the flood becomes materially 
worse, no effort will be made to erac- 
uate the patients, .- 

Refugees were housed in churches 
and schools in elevated parts of the 
city under Red Cross direction. Rob- 
ert Bridge, American Red Cross field 
worker from St. Louis, who was in 
charge, said there was an adequate 
supply of food, but warnings were 
issued for residents to drink only boil- 
ed water. 

Most wholesale grocery houses in 
the city still were not in the pasgh of 
the flood. and food was being dis- 
tributed from them.

of the “rebels.” 

Asturias is a region in northern 
Spain bordering the Bay of Biscay, 
and contains large coal and iron mines, 
Some of the miners are expert in the 
use of dynamite. When the Moors 
swept over most of Spain, they were 
not able te conqueror Asturias, Christ- 
tians fled to the Asturias mountains, 
and in time a small Christian king- 
dom was formed there. Centuries 
later, Spaniards won back power over 
the entire country. Great numbers 
of Moors were driven ont, but some 
turned Christian, and were allowed to 
stay in Spain. The Christian Moors 
were called “Moriseos.” 

Certain buildinga by Moors were 
used as strongholds not long after the 
rebellion. broke out. One of these was 
a famous “aleazar” which the loyal 
troops did not want to bomb becanse 
it was such a splendid and historic 
building. The word “aleazar” is Ara- 
bie. and means “the castle.” The sy 
lable “al” is Arabie for “the.” and 
some of our common words which De- 
gin with “al” (as “aleohol’) came to 
us from the Arabs.
